While the people of Israel were obedi- 
ent to the commandments of God, they 
were prosperous, and happy, and united in 
all the institutions and purposes of their 
jaw, apparently, with one heart and one 
mind. ‘They were ready on all occasions | 
of emergency, or otherwise, to engage in| 
public thanksgiving, or fasting, as the case | 
might require, with as much promptitude 
and order asa single church would 
could be, in the present day, Aad what- 
ever Was proclaimed, by the trae prophets, 
as proper, from God, in the days of their 
obedience, they quickly complied with, 
while there were none of the congregation 
left to engage in riot, noise and wicked- 
‘ness; for they all went one way. 

I do not find any fast mentioned in the 
days of Moses, or of Joshua; though, itis 
likely the people fasted on occasions which 
to them appeared suitable. But regard- 
ing their subsequent history, and judging 
irom events which led them to this sort of 
penance, it is more than probable, that fast- | 
iug was not altogether unknown amongst 
them. I believe we know nothing certain 
as to the origin of fasting; at any rate, lL 
have sought in vain to find when, by what 
people, and on what occasion, a general 
fast was first instituted; ner do I think 
nuy one Can relieve us from this embar- 
rassment, if it may be called one. I have 
only learned, that fasting has not been pe- 
cular to any one nation, but has been ob- 
served with equal zeal, and equal super- 
stition, by protessed Christians, by Jews, 
by Pagans and Turks, And the practice | 
lias spread among the Eyyptians, Per- 
siens, Medes, Hindoos, Chinese, Arabi- 
ans; and finally among all Keathen na-) 
trons, and throughout Chistendom; yet we)

The case being his 
own, it cannot belong to, or affect, an- 
other, . 

Wo discover, that, in the progress of the | 
Jewish nation, a fast became the sign of 
general grief on aecount of some enormity 
which was likely to affect the morals or the 
affairs of the peopleat large. It came al- | 
so to be used on occasions of great danger | 
fromthe invasion of foreign, powerful, con: | 
federate nations, who often menaced the 
liberties of Israel: and likewise when the 
people were about to engage tn some haz- 
ardous enterprize and required the spectal 
interposition of God, as iu the case of the 
people who went up to Jerusalem, from 
the captivity, to rebuild the wall, the city, 
andthetemnple. Bat it sometimes became 
ihe occasion of great abuses. 

In | Kings xxi. 9, we have an account 
of a fast proclaimed by Jezebel in the name 
ef king Ahab, her husband, for the most 
wicked and unjustifiable purpose. The 
occasion of it was this; Nabotli had a vine- 
vard which lay nearly contiguous with the 
house of the king, which he was very anx~- 
ious to obtain for a kitchen, or sauce gar- 
den, and offered him a fiir exchange for, 
the vineyard or its worth in money. The 
object of Ahab was, that Naboth should 
alienate the premises, which Naboth re- 
fused to do, because he had received the | 
inheritance from his ancestors, and it was 
2 perpetual statute in Israel, that proper- 
ty should not be alienated, but every pos- 
session sold was to be returned again to 
the former legal holder on the next suc- 
ceeding Jubilee. The Jewish law regu- 
lating and prescribing the disposition ot 
property is found, Lev. xxv.

There are four fasts mentioned in-our! before us, in relation to this subject, and all

4n Arab Cavavan.—A caravan presents 
in the evening a very active and cheerful 
scene. The caincis which had been 
turned out to graze a3 svon as they had 
halted and unloaded, now return in separ- 
ate groups, each of which, following ine 
bell of its leader, proceeds directly tothe 
spot where its master’s tents are pitched. 
When arrived there the docile animals lie 
down of their own accord in a row, and 
their heads are attached, by halters, to a 
rope which is fastened to a range of stakes 
about four feet high, extending along the 
front of the camp. ‘They are then fed 
with large balls composed of barley meal 
and lentiles, mixed up with water, which 
they swallow whole, and are left to rumin- 
ate till morning. As soon as the night 
closes ia, fires begin to blaze in every di- 
direction. They are tiade with dry thorns 
and stunted shrubs collected round the 
camp, and their flames throw a bright 
lighton the different groups of travellers 
who are seen squatted on the ground in 
front of their tents, or beside their piles of 
merchandise, some occupied with their 
pipes and coffee, and otliers enjoying 
their frugal evening’s meal. In an Ori- 
ential company, of whatever class it is 
composed, the harsh sounds of vulgar mer- 
rinient are never td be heard; a low hum 
of conversation spreads through the camp, 
and as the evening advances, this gradu- 
ally sinks into a silence, disturbed only by 
the occasional lowing of tle camels. 

All those persons who have once tried 
it, and who understand the Eastern lan- 
guages, speak of a caravan as a very 
agreeable mode 6ftravelling. The wild 
and solitary scenery through which it 
generally passes, the order and tranquilli- 
ty with which it is conducted, the facility 
of conveying baggage, and the feeling of 
security which prevails, amply compen- 
sate for the slowness of its movements; and 
among hundreds of persons collected from 
the most distant parts ofthe Turkish em- 
pire, and the neighboring states, many of 
whom have spent their lives in travelling, 
there is to be found a never-failing variety 
of associates and of anecdotes.—Fuller’s 
Travels in the Turkish Empire.
